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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-7: The 
prior art did not teach or suggest a coating material applicator as claimed by the applicant, 
specifically an applicator comprising air passages providing a natural flow of ambient air to a 
low pressure area behind the rotary atomizing head, each passage having a first opening remote 
from the head exposed to ambient air and a second opening behind the head in the low pressure 
are created by rotation of the head, together in combination with the other claimed features of 
applicant's invention. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 8-15: The 
prior art did not teach or suggest a shroud for an applicator as claimed by the applicant, 
specifically a shroud comprising at least one passage defined through the side wall, the passage 
having a first opening thereto in the side surface exposed to ambient air, and a second opening 
thereto in the end surface, the second opening being disposed near the hole, together in 
combination with the other claimed features of applicant's invention. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 16-20: The 
prior art did not teach or suggest a method of operating a rotary atomizing applicator as claimed 
by the applicant, specifically the steps comprising rotating a rotary atomizing head creating an 
area of low pressure behind the rotating head and directing a natural flow of ambient air through 
passages in the applicator having first openings exposed to ambient air and second openings 
behind the rotary atomizing head, together in combination with the other claimed features of 
applicant's invention.
